The 450 Husqvarna, with both close 
and wide ratio gearboxes, is the top of 
the line of the “New Generation” of 
1972 Huskies. It was long anticipated 
and everybody, especially dedicated 
Husky aficionados, figured that this 450 
would be the bike. Yet, surprisingly a 
fair number of big bore Husqvarna 
riders have stayed on or even gone back 
to their 400s. There is no inherent 
reason for this in the machine, it is 
rather a combination of little. things 
which constitute a racing ~ bike’s 
““personality”. 

The 450 is, by almost any 
engineering standard, a masterpiece. The 
frame is well designed and looks more 
integral, without all the stray bars and 
gussets, than the previous 400. The 
engine is lightly larger externally and 
seems to be taller. In fact, the whole 
impression and reality of the 450 Husky 
is a tall motorcycle. You need pretty 
long legs to ride it comfortably. 

The biggest single problem 
encountered with the 450 is that it 
really doesn't want to turn. It likes to 
keep going in a straight line and, in fact, 
this is what it does best. You have to 
muscle it through corners and even 
experienced riders complained of 
oversteer problems. When you do get. it 
into a corner, if you do it right, it gets 
right out again without any screwing 
around. The 450 seems to have 
emphasized the requirement for sharply 
squaring off all your corners that 
Huskies have traditionally presented. 
Part of the reason for its lack of zest for 
cornering is the high placement of the 
engine, relative to almost any other big 
two-stroke. It is placed farther forward 
in the frame but a good 2-3 inches 
above the CZ or Maico, for instance. 
The Husky does have scads of ground 
clearance, helped along with the 
upswept pipe. You still get a very hot 
leg from the pipe. The heat shield acts 
more like a heat conductor. 

Across uneven desert terrain, the 450 
seems more in its element. Pick a 
straight line to where you want to go 
and the Husky goes right where you 
point it. The suspension is really 
excellent at absorbing the rough jolts of 
brush mounds and whoop-de-doos. At 
low speed, some riders complained of a 
squirelly feeling. The faster you get 
going, the easier, smoother, and more 
controllable it gets. It’s possible to cover 
great lengths of terrain in a very short 
time without feeling like you're going 
all that fast. Just dial on some throttle 
when the rear wheel is on the ground 
and you literally fly. 

While you're covering that chunk of 
desert, the big engine never seems to 
work that hard. It pulls well at the 
lower edge of the power band with slow 
barking strokes. There was good flat 
power and lots of it. The power band is 
very smooth and never seemed to 
“come on”. It was just always there. 
Traction isn’t as good as it might be but 
this becomes important mainly in MX. 
Now in the desert it runs just about

why the desert guys like ‘em? and put a good muffler on it. The 


now-traditional Husky bark is amplified. 

The shift lever is interchangeable, left 
or right side, but it tended to stick. It 
sometimes wouldn’t ratchet back to 
pick up the next gear. It has a fairly 
long throw and shifting requires a very 
positive approach. 

The starter lever is pretty ridiculous 
for a bike of this displacement. It’s very 
short and fouls on the foot peg. It was 
generally hard to start, both because of 
the short travel and the reluctance ot 
the engine. This difficulty varied fron 
rider to rider, but was definitely 
commented upon by all. 

All of the components. are stri 
first class on the 450, as riders have 
come to expect from Husqvarna 
Akront rims. are standard. Grips and 
levers are very good and come covered 
with the little leather protectors. The 
paper air filter element requires 
replacement in our opinion (and darn 
near everybody else’s). Trelleborg tires 
are mounted in 3.00 X 21 and 4.)) X 18 
dimensions. 

The 36mm Bing carburetor drew 
mixed reactions. It was accused of being 
the culprit in the starting drill and 
defended as a basically good unit, which 
it probably is. The seat is very 
comfortable, even in extended desert 
riding, and well-padded enough for most 
riders. Husky continues its practice of 
the metal tank and the alloy fenders 
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progressive and actually stops the bike 
— no fooling around. The Akronts, 
lightweight hub and frame geometry 
provide for a light front end that has no 
tendency to dig in and goes right where 
you point it right now. The full floating 
rear brakes is equally good, if not 
better. There is no wheel chattering 
when braking over bumps or ripples and 
this wheel contact with the ground 
means you get brakes. This is one 
machine where both ends offer really 
superior stopping power. 

This is the most striking example, in 
actual use, of the excellent engineering 
of the machine. Too many dirt racers 
overlook or de-emphasize braking 
whereas, in fact, you have to have good 
braking to go fast around a closed 
course. The rear brake pedal is a bit 
small and you have to have your boot 
toed in to make sure you’re on it with 
the first stab. The technique comes 
with riding time on the 450. 

In case there was any doubt in 
anybody’s mind, the 450 Husky is a big 
motorcycle. It’s not that it’s such a 
handful of power-crazed beat to 
control, it is just large dimensionally. 
The  seat-peg-handlebar __ relationship 
stretches out all but the tallest or 
longest legged rider. It has a long 
wheelbase and sits high off the ground. 

The conclusion of most test riders 
was that it was not really a fun bike to

ride. It would do the job but, especially 
on a motocross course, it took a lot of 
work on the part of the rider. It was the 
consensusthat a sportsman rider would be 
hard put to do well with the 450. It isa 
bike for the serious Expert, who 
demands all the power and has all the 
muscle and experience required to make 
the big Husky do what it’s designed to 
do: go fast over rough cross-country 
terrain. Even then, most riders could 
probably better use the wide ratio 
gearbox. The top end comes up very 
quickly in the five-speed close ratio box. 
Higher gearing would help, of course, 
but there is plenty of power to warrant 
a WR gear selection. 

With the right rider in the saddle, it 
could probably beat anything on wheels 
but what it lacks, and the 400 MX

model seems to offer, is that explosive 
power on tap that has made the Husky 
such a fierce motocross contender. 
There’s not that much more power (The 
official clain of 46 HP seems very 
optimistic.) and there’s just enough 
more hassle with the new bike to cancel 
out the advantages. 

A summary checklist of the 450 
Husqvarna features might read as 
follows: Power: quite adequate; 
Construction and Workmanship: first 
class; Handling: Uncertain at best; 
Motocross use: Doubtful; Desert use: 
Yes; Price: about $1500.

Ridé Silent...

Back in 1956, at 18300 South 
Vermont Avenue in Gardena, there was 
a dump. Those who are clever or have 
been around, or both, will know that 
now the site is something altogether 
different. Early in 1957 a man named 
Bill McKay acguired the property and 
built the LA Speedway. McKay catered 
to stock and sprint cars in the short 
time that he owned and operated the 
speedway. After only a few months the 
track was purchased by Harry Schuyler 
and Tom Haynes. Haynes and Schuyler 
started building up the facilities and 
turned the speedway into the 
forerunner of today’s Ascot Park. In 
1958 Ascot had only one track and 
grandstands held only three thousand 
people. The expansion and innovation 
which came about in the next ten years 
at Ascot are probably unmatched by 
any track in the country. 

From 1958 to 1961 Ascot was run in 
conjunction with Gardena Stadium, a 
quarter-mile. Then in 1961 Haynes was 
bought out by Schuyler and Schuyler 
began the amalgamation of many 
different forms of racing at the same 
speedway. Schuyler began quarter-mile 
at Ascot using the same straightaway as 
the half-mile. The TT track, know as the 
“jumping bean,” was set up in the 
infield. This caused no small amount of 
uproar as car people were afraid that 
ouf-of-control sprint cars might find 
there way over the infamous jump. In 
1962 the lakes were built and palm trees 
planted, both innovative move. In fact 
so innovative that for entire year, 
lifeguards were required at each lake, by 
officials. 

People who have been around Ascot 
for a few years say that the ducks and 
geese can probably tell you more about 
Ascot’s history than anyone. In any 
event, it is amazing that ducks and geese 
would condescend to having such a 
place for a home, but by now they have 
learned to watch, ignore, or at least 
accept the noisy proceedings. 

Early in the sixties Schuyler and his 
two track men John Kellow and Frank 
Churchwood built the first figure-eight 
track for cars. Schuyler admits that he 
was a “thrills and spills” promoter, “any 
kind of race, as long as it would bring a

crowd.” At the time figure-eight racing 
was considered by many to be 
tantamount to suicide. Now of course it 
is a fairly accepted, if a little 
spectacular, form of racing. 

By now five different tracks have 
been incorporated into the Ascot arena, 
allowing an incredible variety of events 
to be held and therefore drawing from a 
huge range of potential spectators. 
Ascot’s success has to be tied to its 
ability to run four, five, even six events 
a week. In fact, there will be a figure 
eight race the night of the afternoon 
National half-mile. 

Of course, the success of motorcycle 
events at Ascot centers around J.C. 
Agajanian. Agajanian basically brought 
motorcycles to Ascot, and while Ascot 
has many sides, motorcycles are without 
a doubt the most important. Agajanian 
took the bike races to Western 
Speedway for a few years in the late 
sixties, feeling that the facilities at 
Ascot - were deteriorating to some 
extent, but Agajanian did come back, 
buying Ascot in February of this year, 
and the monetary input for facilities is 
the stroke Ascot needed. It’s been a 
very successful year for Ascot, a large 
step ahead of all the successful years 
before. 

What really makes Ascot what it is, is 
the incredible charisma centered around 
it. Thirteen National half miles and 
eleven National TTs, mean-that Ascot 
has been the starting place for many a 
“National Number,” the center of many 
rivalries, and sort of home ground for 
the National circuit. The stories that 
have grown up around Ascot and the 
riders are numerous and fantastic. Just 
one example is the story that the dirt 
used on track is acguired from graves 
being dug across the street. I inguired 
into this one and it is in fact truc that 
some dirt does come from the 
graveyard. (Where there are a number of 
racers buried) Whether or not the rumor 
or the digging started first in in doubt. 

If one was to have name a “King of 
Ascot” it would undoubtedly have to be 
Sammy Tanner. Tanner was the winner 
of the first Ascot Half-mile in 1959 and 
then three consecutive Half-mile 
National between 1964 and 1967. 
Tanner is also the holder of four 











consecutive Ascot Championships. 

In 1960 Sammy met up with one of 
the most exciting figures of Ascot’s 
history. Bart Markel was invited to 
Ascot for a month from his Midwest 
home. The Tanner-Markel friendship, 
rivalry, and, eventually, antagonism is 
one of the National circuits better 
known stories. Markel came to Ascot 
expecting a run-away and met up with 
the likes of Tanner and Dick 
Dorresteyn. The competition was heavy 
and Markel quickly became a favorite. 

It was here at Ascot that Markel was 
dubbed ‘Black Bart”, by Al Franken, 
Ascot’s publicity man at the time. Bart 
gained his name by means other than 
most people suppose. Markel wore black 
leathers, had a black Harley and was 
quiet, almost in a sinister way. This led 
to the comparison to the Old Western 
desperado, Black Bart. Not until later 
did the name ever assume any personal 
conotations. Tanner invited Markel to 
live at his home during Bart’s stay in 
California, and a friendship grew, only 
to be dashed by one-the-track battles 
later on.

For the first time ever the Ascot

If you are out on your bike some night 
and you lose your tail light, try 
switching the leads. One lead is for the 
tail light and the other is for the brake 
light. If you switch the wires (it’s easy 
to do if you have a hinged seat) you will 
have a tail light again. This will keep 
you from being hit because you weren’t 
seen, although now you will have no 
brake light, so watch your mirror when 
you stop suddenly. Service stations have 
bulbs that are just the same as your bulb 
(some have better ones) and you can 
replace the bulb there.

George Stirbir from Kawasaki called us 
and told us about a Three Flag record 
run attempt he is preparing, using a 
Kawasaki 750. The reason that he is 
going to use the 750 is that he wants to 
dispell some of the myth about bad 
two-stroke gas mileage. They picked the 
750 Kawasaki “since it is a two-stroke 
and supposedly gets the worst mileage 
of all.” 4500 miles has been run the 
machine's wheels (which still wear the 
original tires), and gas mileage has 
averaged around 40 mpg with it running 
up as far as 47 mpg. The rider, it is 
hoped, will be Mike Hinshaw of the 
AMA. It is the first time that a 
two-stroke has tried one of the 
long-distance records, and they hope to 
lower the record, now at about 18 
hours, by about an hour. The run isn’t 
being factory-backed by Kawasaki.

The six man Harley-Davidson factory 
team is a wealth of diverse talent 
capable of winning any type of 

competition on the AMA circuit.on any 
given day. The riders are the key, but 
the ace in thehole is the new Harley 
XR-750 all-alloy vee twin; a newcomer 
this season, but already in the winners 
circle six times. 

Each rider is an individual, one 
member, of a team dedicated to the 
occupation of professional cycle racing. 
Cal Rayborn described it best: “It’s an 
individual effort...cach rider for himself. 
The only reason we're a tearm is that we 
all ride Harleys. 

What constitutes a team rider? 
Basically, for dirt, you get a bike, 
spares, expenses and you're on your 
own. For road racing, the factory does 
most of the preparation. Each rider is 
expected to do his own wrenching or 
hire someone who can. Cal and Mert do 
all their own, preferring to be 
responsible to only themselves if 
something goes wrong. 

Rex Beauchamp, newest member, 
does almost all his own now, but it 
wasn't always that way. “Last year 
before my tuner had a heart attack, it 
was great. This year, I've learned to do 
most of the stuff myself.” Bart, Dave 
and Mark are in the middle category, 
preferring to do as much as possible but 
making the point (on which everyone 
agrees) that being the only one to do all 
the work makes for a very long season. 

Harley got into the racing game 
through a string of private victories that 
started in 1908, five years after the first 

‘Harley rolled through the “factory” 
doors, In 1911, Harley reaffirmed their 
stand on racing in their advertising 
stating “we don’t believe in racing and 
we don’t make a practice of it.” Three 
years later William Harley bowed to an 
unending stream of private victories and 
established the racing department. It’s 
been going strong ever since. 

In 1954, the AMA established the 
naming of a National Champion based 
on accumulated points in various types 
of competition instead of the previous 
method, using a single event to decide 
the Number One plate.

BART 

If one rider's name can be associated 
by almost everyone with the orange and 
black of Harley, it is Bart Markel. A 
veteran of thirteen full seasons as a team 
member, Bart has earned his place in the 
history of motorcyclng by putting his 
Harley. into the winner’s circle in 
twenty-eight Nationals. 

The big win that broke Joe Leonard’s 
record of “twenty-seven came at the 
Columbus Half- Mil fast year. “It’s nice 
to have a record like that but I think 
that Dick Mann (24 victories) may 
break it if he rides next season.” Bart’s 
wins were all dirt and all Harley. The 
chances of a new rider winning as many 
are slim because of the increased 
competition now. 

In the early years, “there wasn’t 
much competition then, except 
Resweber, and he was something else. I 
beat him only a few times.” 

Road racing was new to Bart as a 
freshman member of the Harley team in 
1959, but to be competitive, you had to 
do both. “I was like Dave Aldana...if I 
stayed on the bike I was alright, but I 
crashed a lot.” 

Bart's style of hard riding has caused 
him a lot of pain over the years. The last 
bad get-off was at the Colorado Mile in 
1972, and it cost Markel a cracked 
pelvis and a couple of months 
recuperation. 

The new alloy XR probably played a 
role in Markel's recovery; every win by a 
Harley rider gave Bart the itch. “We've 
got the most reliable bike on the circuit 
and the fastest, when we're set up right. 
When we don't win it's because we can't 
ride what we've got.” 

Anyone who saw Bart at the 
Homewood Mile, Peoria TT or the Indy 
Mile knows that desire to win is still the 
driving factor in Bart's life, 


REX 

“I've got a lot of half-miles to ride” 
is the way Rex Beauchamp, the newest 
member of the Harley team describes 
his piece of the action. 

Rex is so much of a dirt and short 
track enthusiast, that he is the only 
rider on the team not to compete in 
road racing.

Cal Rayborn is a road racer. “I can 
doa better job on road courses than on 
the dirt. There's no doubt about that.” 

In his first 
class C road event, he crashed, broke a 
foot and imjured his..back. “! quit all 
racing for six months but when J didn’t 
hurt anymore, I went back to dirt.” Cal 
made the dirt pay...literally. “I raced TT 
at El Cajon for two years on a Honda 
picking up about $35 a week — that’s 
what bought the groceries, 

Cal remained on dirt until Daytona 
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1965, when he showed up with a KR 
sponsored by Harley dealer, Leonard 
Andres “with a lot of steam,” It rained 
and C ted one lap before a crash put 
the bike into the pickup for the long 
ride back to California. Andres 
continued to build strong engines and 
Cal never missed a main event in *65. A 
«second place finish at the Des Moines 
Road Rz put Cal back on the right 

“If I hadn't en a ride from 
Andres, I probably never would have 
ridden a road race again. 

Rayborn is also (at this writing) the 
world's fastest motorcyclist having set a 
record for a two way average of 
265.492 mph im a Harley-powered 
Streamliner on the Bonneville Salt Flats. 
It was a feat that proved to be a lot 
harder than it sounded. “When Dick 
O'Brien asked if I would like to ride the 
Streamliner at Bonneville, I said 
sure...nothing to it. I figured you make 
a couple of runs in a straight line and 
-that was it. It was like being in an 
unguided missile — scary, frustrating 
and dangerous...I almost quit.” 

Back-to-back victories inm the 
Daytona 200, of 1968 and ‘69, were the 
highlights of Cal's career. “I wanted to 
win bad in 1968 because I felt cheated 
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three years in a row.” 

The Easter Anglo-American Match 
Races in England, earlier this year, had 
the name Cal Rayborn in every 
newspaper and on everyone’s lips. Cal’s 
three wins and three seċonds on an iron 
KR had the short circuit English riders 
scratching their heads. “I really enjoyed 
it and look forward to going back.” Cal 
and the British will get their chance at 
the race or the year, September 17 at 
Mallory Park, England. 


MERT 

Mert Lawwill is in his eighth season 
as a Harley factory rider. You may have 
seen the star of “On Any Sunday” 
zooming around the track.

In ‘64, Mert picked up partial 
factory support becoming a full factory 
entry in ‘65. 

The turning point in Mert’s career 
was Daytona 1971, when a rear tire 
blew on the back banking near the Pepsi 
turn dumping Mert at 140° mph, 
breaking a bone in his left wrist and 
adding a compound fracture to his 
elbow. Itching for action, Mert entered 
Louisville, and vibrations from riding 
before the injuries were sufficiently 
healed, reinjured the wrist. 

At the Castle Rock TT, later in the 
season, Mert was involved in a spill that 
almost put an end to his career, One 
bike went down in front too close to 
avoid, and Mert went over the 
handlebars twisting his hand and wrist 
before the bike landed on it, causing 
nearly forty ictures and rendering it 
useless.

In 1969, Sehl 
played both sides of the border 
managing the neat double of winning 
the Canadian Number One dirt plate 
and accepting a set of factory leathers 
from Harley-Davidson for 1970. 

Joining the team was a big move for 
Dave, but it also brought out a 
shortcoming. “‘I never raced on the road 
in Canada, so I had to learn from 
scratch. I’m getting the hang of it now, 
but it’s definitely a lot different than 
dirt.” 

Dave’s best showing this season has 
been the Indy Mile, with a hard-fought 
second after riding a come from behind

Mark Brelsford has been left for last 
because he will very soon be first. 
Brelsford holds a commanding points 
lead’ on National Number One that 
should well be decided by the time this is 
read. The name Brelsford should be read 
plural in this sense because brother 
Scott has a firm hold on top Junior 
position in the nation. 

“I like road racing best..you can 
plan your strategy better and I don't get 
as mentally exhausted as I do on dirt.” 
Mark is in his fourth season of wearing 
the black and orange colors and is a long 
way from his scrambling days on a 
Honda 160. 

Mark benefited in his Junior year 
from backing by Dud Perkins who 
sponsored him and Mert Lawwill, with 
whom he travelled. Jim Belland, a 
salesman at Perkins H-D, was also a 
guiding force playing super wrench 
where needed and still travels to the 
races on every available weekend. 

Near the end of the Junior season, 
Mark was approached by Harley racing 
manager Dick O’Brien with an offer of a 
factory ride for his first Expert year. “T 
said great...yeah, I'll do it. The next day 
I signed up.” 

Seven Nationals have fallen to Mark, 
but the Loudon, N.H. road course — 
sticks. “I was leading the race (1970) Scott Brelsford 





and mentally spending all that money I 
was going to win..then something 
broke. It was heartbreaking. I made up 
for it in ‘71 by coming from behind to 
win. Winning over Carruthers, that was

SCOTT 

The final member of the Harley 
factory effort is Scott Brelsford: first 
rider to be awarded Harley factory 
leathers for his full Junior year. Scott 
has proven the choice a wise one with 
five victories this season and a strong 
hold on becoming the nation’s top 
Junior. 

Scott began riding at 13 but the wait 
until he was old enough to race was 
almost long enough to completely 
disinterest him. It was nearly a year past 
his, birthday that Brelsford again 
seriously considered racing. 

A year and a half of scrambling and 
one broken ankle later, Scott picked a 
Bultaco for his half-mile debut. During 
last season Scott travelled east with his 
brother Mark only to be rained out 
almost everywhere they went. Scott’s 
Novice riding drew offers from Yamaha 
and Harley. “I never dreamed of being 
on the Harley team until the offer was 
made. Mark on the team, being a 
member, was convenient.” 

Scott was another rider who had 
never ridden a road race before joining 
the factory. “I'm a dirt man right 
now...my first three road races I fell off, 
but at Laguna Seca I took it easy and 
finished. I'm learning.” Brelsford put his 
knowledge to use by finishing third at 
Talladega. 

The key to the racing success of 
Harley is the depth of the riders. Each 
has his specialty, yet is equally willing 
to try his best at other events on the 
circuit. 

One thing, above all else, stood out 
in conversation with all team members: 
Harley is not just a team, it is The 
Team. Rex Beauchamp was typical in 
his comment on the factory treatment 
of the riders, “They’ve been good to..-1 
me...real good.”

The lead changed nine times before it 
was finally decided — by a rider who 
was not a contender for over half the 
race, 

Rookie Ron Moore upset Gene 
Romero in the Heat race with a near 
perfect ride. In the second Heat, the 
wildest of the season. Nearly every rider 
took turns trying to crash, or hit the 
wall. 

Mike Haney got in front early but 
was all over the track and nearly fell 
three times. Then John Hateley tried to 
full-bore the north tum. Like dozens of 
others before him, he didn’t make it. At 
one point John was all the way off the 
machine, with only his right foot on the 
outside peg. He somehow hung on and 
finished the race that went to DeWayne 
Keeter. 

Hateley then got his heart out of his 
mouth to return to upset Moore in the 
Trophy Dash with Haney third and 
suprise, Ted bLongwith in fourth. 
Longwith passed all on the first lap but 
dropped out on the second round with a 
dead engine. 

Romero led the first two laps of the 
Final before Moore took over. From 
then until lap twelve it was a two rider 
Triumph duel by inches before Romero 
finally got the lead back on lap nine, 
but all the time Keeter was inching up 
from a distant third spot. 

With four laps to go DeWayne was 
within passing distance. On lap thirteen 
he nailed Moore, who was still just 
inches back of Romero. Then on lap 
fourteen the Harley rider got by 
Romero and the two rode the final lap 
side by side with Keeter picking up his 
second win of the year on the final lap. 
It was his best race in nearly three 
seasons. 

Over forty Experts are expected to 
be on hand this coming Friday night for 
the final test before the Sunday 
afternoon National. The official entry 
list shows that over fifty Experts are 
entered and most will be on hand for 
the Friday night Half-mile and the 
Saturday night TT. 


The same will hold true for the 
Juniors but one out of stater may not 
make it. Indiana's Gary Horton crashed 
hard in time trials and was hospitalized. 
He is one of the Midwest's top rated 
Junior who was taking his first ride at 
Ascot. 

Scott Brelsford returned to his home 
track for the first time since last May 
and showed the locals why he is now 
the number one ranked Junior on the 
National circuit and the yellow plate to 
beat this coming weekend is all three 
events. 

Scott made every mistake possible in 
the Heat race — and still won the race. 

It was must the same story in the 
Final. Brian Laplante led the first lap, 
giving way to Denny Kanegae on lap 
two. Then Brelsford, who was again 
having troube finding the fast way 
around, started to find the groove. 

By lap three he was second, by lap 
five, the halfway point, he had taken 
the lead and was on his way to this third 
Main event win of the year at Ascot. 
Kanegae held second with Tom Horton 
coming from way back to take third and 
the point lead away from Larry Gino, 
who finished last in the eight rider field. 

Rick Hocking put it all together for 
the first time in many weeks. He rode a 
near-perfect eight lap Final to upset 
point leader, John Gennai. It was just a 
matter of who got to the corner first at 
the start of the race. This week it was 
Hocking. 

His only loss came in the Handicap 
Trophy Dash when he was defeated by 
his teammate, Mike Renslow. They put 
the one-two on Gennai, who has been 
the big winner of this event to date. All 
three riders won their respective heat 
races earlier in the program, 

For Ascot this coming weekend, it is 
the first time for a triple-header. Over 
$30,000 in purse and contingency 
money is up for grabs in the three 
events on Friday and Saturday night, 
plus Sunday afternoon. All three classes 
are eligible to compete on Friday and 
Saturday with Experts and Juniors only 
on Sunday afternoon.

LONDON, ENG:, Sept. 12, 1972 — The 
eleven Continental riders to qualify for 
the World Speedway Championship 
Final at Wembley, London on 
September 16 were decided at the 
European Final in Wroclaw, Poland last 
Sunday. 

First place in the European 
Championship went to the lone Pole in 
the field, Pawel Waloszek. 

Waloszek, who was riding on his 
“home” track, was placed second to 
Ivan Mauger in the 1970- World 
Championship which was also held in 
Poland. In this year’s European Final, 
Waloszek topped the score chart with 
13 points. Placed second was defending 
World Champion, Ole Olsen, from 
Denmark. 

Olsen scored 12 points and clinched 
a place at Wembley where he retains 
equal favouritism for his second year in 
succession win with former triple 
champion, Ivan Mauger, who will be 
shooting for his fourth World title. 

Maintaining the cosmopolitan flavour 
of the leading place getters was Anders 
Michanek, Sweden, who finished third 
with 11 points. 

Michanek was the unlucky rider of 
the meeting and would have been a 
likely winner had he not suffered a 
puncture while leading in a vital race 
against the Russian contingent. 

Riders contesting the European Final 


third behind Olsen and Mauger in 
Sweden last year) and Hasse Holmqvist. 
Another Swede, Jan Simenssen, goes to 
Wembley as European reserve. 

The Polish meeting was a triumph for 
Russia as all six Soviet riders go to 
Wembley — one of the strongest 
representations yet seen at the historic’ 
Empire Stadium by the Russians. 

Their achievement is all the more 
meritorious when it is considered that 
no Russians compete in the toughest 
league competition in the world today, 
the British League. It is generally 
accepted that a rider must race in the 
British League all season to stand a 
chance of lifting any World 
Championship as the constant white-hot 
competition against other world class 
calibre riders keeps that vital edge. 
Qualification failures, Eide, Simensen, 
and Jansson are all highly respected 
British League points gatherers. 

Ole Olsen beat Waloszek in the 
eighth race but the Pole finished ahead 
on points at the end of the meeting. A 
brilliant display of riding clinched 
Waloszek’s victory in the 19th heat. 

Best race of the afternoon was the 
13th, in which Olsen, Michanek and 
Soviet ace, Viktor Trofimov, duelled 
intensely. Michanek turned brilliantly 
into the last turn and a strong final 
spurt swept him home. 

Though none finished among the top 


came from Russia (six), Sweden (six), three, the Soviet riders packed the 
Polant (one), Denmark (one), middle places — fourth to seventh. 
Czechoslovakia (one), and Norway Russian qualifiers include > Valeri

“We've got a Sled Rider. Number 
1326. Dale Rhea,” the voice crackled 
over the radio in the Rescue 3 van. 
“Broke both arms and possible hip. We 
are heading in now.” 

What would we do without Rescue 3 
to drag the broken bodies out of the 
desert for us? 

We knew that he was hurt, but we 
didn’t have details, We knew where he 
was, but a four-wheel drive vehicle was 
needed to get out to him, And, the 
inflatable splints and back board which 
Rescue 3 utilized prevented further 
damaged to the injured areas when the 
victim was moved. 

Rescue 3 solved a serious problem 
for me in bringing my husband out to 
where he could lifted into my van, and 
four strong men did the lifting that I 
alone could never have accomplished. 
During the wait they also offered 
comfort to one very nervous reporter 
who paced up and down in their 
air-conditioned van. 

You have been told over and over to 
join a club if you don’t already belong 
to one, That point was slammed home 
last weekend when Dale broke both 
arms and his hip during the race. Rescue 
3 provided an invaluable service by 
rendering first aid and transportation 
back to the camping area. But I still had 
two motorcycles to load, one of which 
was fifteen miles out on the course over 
terrain that was too rough for me to 
handle. My camp was set up complete 
with awning and tent stakes and I was 
too distracted to get things loaded even 
if I had the physical strength to do 
it...which I don’t. 

This is where the club came in. Norm 
saw the accident and stopped and 
directed traffic until Dale could be 
moved off the course. When he got 
word that Rescue 3 was on the way he 
continued the race. Back in camp Norm 
informed me of the accident and he and 
several other club members waited at 
the Rescue 3 van with me, doing their 
best to distract my attention with corny 
jokes and bench racing stories. 

The pit boss assigned two club 
members to ride out and bring the 
Yammy in if it was rideable. He also 
made arrangements to get both 
motorcycles home for me so I would 
have room to Jeave the bed down for 
the trip to the hospital. 

Rod went back to camp and started 
loading my van. He took down the tarp, 
made the bed and arranged things so 
there was room for Dale to lie down. 

By the time Rescue 3’s four-wheel 
drive got in with the injuries most of the 
club members had gathered to see if 
there was anything they could do. The 
moral support was wonderful. 

Had I been alone I would have been 
in serious trouble. I am a capable 


woman, but I could not have handled 
this one alone. Dale’s bike would still be 
standing in that rock pile, unless it had 
been stolen by now and my bike would 
be sitting in the campsite. Without 
Rescue 3 I would have had to drive to 
the nearest telephone and called the

HORROR STORIES 

In the July Issue of MORE News 
Russ Sanford discusses the Mandatory 


Headlights law {Senate Bill 126, 
Grunsky, LaCoste). Briefly, this law 
requires that motorcycles originally 
registered after January 1, 1975 be 


equipped with a headlight that operates 
at all times that the motor is running. 
Now for the horror part, and I quote 
directly from the newsletter. 

“It is interesting to notethat MORE 
had obtained the votes necessary to kill 
SB 126 at its last hearing before the 
Assembly Transportation Committee. 
However, the CMIC dealer association’s 
Executive Director, Mr. Harry Whalen, 
walked in unannounced and introduced 
statistics which proved to be false in 
that they were knowingly used out of 
context. On this basis, Assemblyman 
Collier, who discovered Mr. Whalen’s 
attempt at deceit, announced that he 
had intended to vote against SB 126 but 
was now going to vote in favor of the 
bill to teach Mr. Whalen a lesson. 
Several other committee members 
followed with similar statements and SB 
126 was approved and sent to the 
Governor for signature. It was signed 
into law on June 30th...” 

First, I am shocked at the 
inflamatory language of Mr. Sanford's 
newsletter. Second, Harry Whalen hotly 
denies the charges, but it is generally 
agreed that at times Mr. Whalen’s tone is 


a little less than diplomatic and 
soothing. 

The real shocker is that an elected 
representative would resort to the 


childish act of ‘teaching a lesson’ to 
anyone on any issue by abusing the 
power we have given him and reversing 
his position on a stand he knew to be 
correct and fair.

Treasure Inland mm ——

About six years ago, Modern Cycle 
sponsored an Easter Egg Hunt, “family 
event” run in the Mojave. The idea was 
to drop a bunch of brightly colored 
containers from an airplane into an area 
with the object of finding the containers 
and claiming the corresponding prizes. 
The trick was to do the searching from 
the back of your motorcycle. 

One fellow looked for over two 
hours for a container and saw nothing 
but sand, puckerbrush, and lizards. He 
returned to the pits in disgust. After a 
cool drink and a stick of Doublemint, 
he decided to give it one more try and 
started back to the drop area. A quarter 
of a mile later, along the side of the 
road he found the grand prize — $1,000. 

Six years later and family enduros 
are lookéd upon in a different light. 
They’re quite popular now; one sees 
family enduros advertised every month. 
And why not? What could be better 
than taking the whole family along on a 
pleasant ride through the desert? Well, 
Larry Morgan, has come up with a 
better idea — a Treasure Hunt. What’s 
better about it? Morgan plans to offer 
over $6,000 in prizes including a 
Yamaha 250 Enduro, a Yamaha 
Mini-Enduro, a ten-speed bicycle, over 
300 prizes in all. 

Many of the prizes, all guaranteed to 
be worth more than the entry fee of six 
bucks, will be motorcycle-oriented: 
leathers, boots, helmets, chains, shock 
absorbers, handlebars, tires, rims, 
swingarms...some . nice stuff. Other 
prizes, however, will appeal to other 
interests: camping gear, sleeping bags, 
lanterns, a one-year subscription to a 
magazine, a $100 gift certificate for 
women's clothes, plus special prizes for 
under 12, over 50 and ladies. 

The Treasure Hunt sounds pretty 
simple — numbered Day-Glo containers 
are dropped from an airplane into a 
twenty-sguare mile area. The riders 
leave five at a time from the starting line 
as sson as their tank cards are stamped. 
But what happens after that? 

Will the racer types speed to the drop 
area and find the best prizes before 
everyone else? Not really. Morgan has 
the starting area set up so there will be a 
five-mile wide strip to the drop zones — 
plenty of ‘room for the racer types to 
get it on. Next to this area is â road that 
will have a 20 mph speed limit — easy 
access for the slower riders. The drop 
zone itself is located just east of Soggy 
Dry Lake with plenty of varied terrain 


offering easy accessibility for Novices, 
but challenging enough for the better 
riders. The airplane will continue to fly 
around the drop zone boundaries so a 
quick glance at the sky will assure 
everyone they’re still in the right area. 

Anyone can turn in a container if it 
is orange, but only the ladies can turn in 
the green ones. (Come on, fellas, what 
would you do with a hundred dollars 
worth of ladies’ clothes?) Whoever finds 
a container numbered 1-30 is really in 
luck. Prizes 1-30 will be chosen by the 
finders. This way if you don’t want that 
250 Yamaha, but have your eye on a 
custom swingarm, you can choose the 
swingarm. 2 

Needless to say, someone always tries 
to beat the system — like stationing a 
buddy in the drop zone before the 
airplane drops the containers. Morgan, a 
veteran desert racer, knows most of the 
tricks and has taken the necessary 
precautions to assure everyone a fair 
shake. A rider can turn in only three 
containers, and they must remain 
unopened. If a rider brings in an opened 
container, he is disqualified. All prizes 
not found after three hours will be 
raffled off during the prize presentation. 

Like all desert events, sooner or later 
someone’s bike breaks down way out in 
the middle of nowhere. The airplane 
will help with clean-up in conjunction 
with a jeep crew. Morgan will accept a 
deposit from riders who intend to go it 
alone, and if the rider doesn’t come in 
to claim his deposit after the race — out 
go the airplane and jeep to pick him up. 
All deposits, of course, will be refunded 
after the rider is brought in. 

Everything considered, this event 
looks like a lot of fun for families and 
racers alike. Enduro trophies are neat, 
but a chance at over $6,000 in prizes 
appears to offer a lot more incentive. 
The entry fee is $6 for singles and $4 
for each additional family member. 
Sunday, October 1, 1972 (an open date 
for desert races) is the day, and the drop 
zones and overnight camping areas will 
be limed from the “Y”' Cafe in Lucerne 
Valley to Soggy Dry Lake. A 10:00 
A.M. start is planned so anyone not 
wanting to camp-out can do the motel 
trip and still make the starting time. 

Larry Morgan informs us that the 
entries are limited and are running 
pretty briskly right now. So if the idea 
of a Motorcycle Treasure Hunt appeals 
to you — getit on. This may be the first 
motorcycle Treasure Hunt, but if 
everything goes as planned, it probably 
won't be the last.

Internationally famous Bay Mare 
Race Track, the original and one of the 
finest motocross tracks in Southern 
California, will be under new 
management control as of September 
24th, this year. 

Roger Smith (of Motorsport), an 
experienced, dedicated individual in the 
field of motocross has negotiated a 
complete lease to assure all participants 
and spectators that their racing day at 
Bay Mare will be most enjoyable. 

Under Mr. Smith’s management, all 
future events will be strictly first class. 
The following partial list of track 
features will be in effect permanently: 
40% trophies to finishers the same day 
with Novice entry fees set at $5 mail and 
$8 post. On days when an Expert event 
is held, the Novice rate will remain the 
same. Expert entries will be $10 mail, 
$15 post with 100% payback. 
Occasionally, a larger purse will be 
guaranteed. 

The starting line will be limited to 30 
riders and Bay Mare will have, frequent 
course changes. The course will offer a 
wide variety of texture from soft sand 
to hard-packed with professional 
preparation. 

New rates will allow any carload of 
family members in for a maximum of 
$5. There will be competent 
announcers, fine food/drink 
concessions, and clean chemical toilets. 
There is 90% spectator viewing of the 
course from any one point. Silencers 
will be mandatory. A Sportsman 
Committee, consisting of riders, will 
help management solve any rider 
discrepancies. 

The following are several solicited 
rider comments which will enable 
management to improve the future 
track/rider relationship. 

1. “Best motocross track in Southern 
California when prepared properly.” — 
Management will insure that the course 
will be properly prepared. There will be 
no Saturday riding to accomplish final 
track preparation. 

2.“Should be open every Sunday, 
not just occasionally.” Bay Mare will be 
operational every Sunday with the 
exception of one or two days during the 
year when management will close up to 
participate in major one-a-year events 
such as Hopetown, etc. 

3.“I like good quality trophies and 
don’t like to wait several weeks or 
months before receiving a hard-earned 
trophy.” — Bay Mare will make a 
continued effort to have good guality 
trophies available the same day. 

Remember, the “new” Bay Mare, a 
true European motocross course (minus 
water obstacle) with numerous shade 
trees, will be open under new 
management effective September 24th. 
Exciting new events and features are 
planned for the future.

He won this one 
going away, and his last lap was, you 
guessed it, 54 seconds flat. 

It was Billy Payne’s turn to try and 
get into the fast time act, but he had to 
do it the hard way. He got a really lousy 
start in the last 250 moto, next to last 
over the jump the first lap. In four laps, 
Payne had gotten back up to second, 
chasing Husky-mounted Joe Johnston 
and, on that last lap, Bruce got Billy at 
54 flat.

adapting competition bikes to the 
particular needs and desires of racers. 
One of the more proficient outfits that 
has the hot set-ups for CZ and 
Husqvarnais Valerian’s Two-Cycle Cityin 
West Los Angeles. Probably the neatest 
item in their competition preparations is 
adapting a 34mm Mikuni carburetor to 
the big bore motocrossers from across 
the water. 

Valerian’s prepares the Mikuni for 
the CZ by slightly enlarging the cutaway 
in the slide and rejetting it according to 
the riding intended: motocross, desert, 
or whatever. The exact dimensions and 
numbers are a trade secret. Valerian’s 
has spent a lot of time to get these right 
and, in actual competition, the shaped 
carb really performs. There is also a 
special manifold adaptor to fit the 
Mikuni. The whole installation looks 
more sanitary than many factory jobs. 
A Mikuni universal throttle cable is also 
required to fit the new carb. While the 
installation of the carb was being done, 
we elected to go with a nylon quick 
throttle, just as a nicety. 

The carb change, though perhaps the 
most fundamental modification, is not 
all that's involved with their particular 
hot set-up, Akront rims replace the steel 
stock items on the CZ (This is 
unnecessary on the Husky. It already 
has them.) and heavier eight gauge 
spokes are laced into the rear rim to 
completely eliminate any potential 
spoke-shearing problems inherent in a 
dirt machine in the 40 HP class. 

The particular bike that received the 
Mikuni treatment was to be ridden in 
both motocross and desert so a 3.20 X 
21 Barum was opted for up front with 
4.50 rubber at the rear. Suspension is 
something between the individual rider, 
his bike and the terrain. Shocks were 
changed on the CZ and heavier fork oil 
went in up front. Rubber Lodge caps 
replaced the plastic spark plug caps. 
This choice is clearly optional, based on 
your own experience and preference. 

The CZ mill was left alone. It’s 
enough for almost any rider, so far as 
power and torque range, without any 
modifications. In an attempt to get a 
more favorable horsepower-to-weight 
ratio and lower the center of gravity, 
steel came off and unbreakable plastic 
went on. Metal tank and fenders, on 
almost any machine, are relatively high 
on the chassis compared to any other 
major components of mass. 

Reducing the weight up high lowers 
the moment of force the rider has to 
account for and overcome when 
throwing the bike through comers. 
Therefore, a double benefit results. The 
weight of the machine is lowered overall 
and the center of gravity is lowered, 
which on the CZ or just about any other 
dirt racer, improves handling. A 
conservative estimate is that about 18 
pounds were pared off the machine. The 
bike already had a silencer welded on 
and a Filtron installed to replace the 
paper barrel that comes stock in most

European machinery. Those are both 
“should do’s” before ever riding your 
motocrosser, particularly the sound 
baffler. There's no perceptible power 
loss if you keep the stinger length the 
same when you put the muffler on. 
Heavy duty cables and a brake return 
spring rounded out the additions to the 
CZ. These were niceties and not 
necessities. The cost for the carb 
conversion is under $60. The other 
items’ prices will vary depending on 
where and how much you want done. 
How does the changed CZ work in 
actual competition riding? Just bitchin’. 
The Mikuni carb doesn’t really add any

You can also 
just dial it on from low RPM all the way 
out with no balking or stuttering from 
carb or engine. Nor will it load up or be 
hard to start if you drop it. The 
Mikuni's like that. The carb conversion 
makes the machine easier to ride and 
the extra two millimeters over the stock 
carb size seem to let the bigger engine 
breathe effortlessly. All that power is 
more tractable, more useable and more 
reliable. 

Getting the weight down will really 
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s plenty light) with plastic tank and fender. 





Reducing tank weight reduces moment of machine in cornering; handling feels quicker. 
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help the Novice rider. You probably 
can’t really go over in the corners any 
further than with a stock set-up, but the 
decreased weight builds rider confidence 
so you try hotter approaches and steeper 
angles of lean than you might otherwise. 
That, coupled with the Mikuni which 
allows you to stay in a higher gear while 
backing off, make the CZ easier to ride 
fast. And it is a machine that is meant 
to be ridden fast. The more you go, the 
easier it gets. The superb handling built 
into the machine really. becomes 
apparent when you get the confidence 
to push it. The smoothed power band, 
with no stuttering when you wick it on 
from low, or no, RPM and light weight 


help a lot. 
The other modifications are 
noticeable mainly for what hasn’t 


happened. No spokes have broken or 
even loosened significantly. The heavy 
duty Makolite lined cables haven't 
snapped or kinked. The bigger rubber 
has kept the front end from sinking into 
sand as much and, at the rear, gives a 
bigger footprint to the ground. Neither 
tank or fenders have been bent, 
damaged or dinged in some pretty 
serious racing. A “Flying Finn” flap 
keeps a lot of mud off the engine. It’s 
all preventive stuff and makes riding and 
racing that much less of a hassle. 

You will note that nothing 
substantial about the machine was 
changed. The Valerian’s approach is 
more one of refinement of existing good 
racers rather than conversion. But for 
the serious racer the refinements make a 
difference, a positive difference. And 
that’s good news whether you’re a 
Novice or Expert. ~

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First Test: 
Montesa 123 Cota Trials

This road test actually started near 
the first of this year. I was informed 
that a new 123 COTA: six speed; 
primary clutch; 156 lbs, would be out 
this year. It was agreed I should do a 
road test since my experience on a 125 
had been successful and I was a Master 
class Trials rider. 

The 123 COTA was first seen at the 
Cycle World Show in Los Angeles. My 
first impression and remark was a very 
dignified, “That’s bitchen.” A real 
honest-to-goodness built from the 
ground up 123 trials bike.

Not somebody's this and someone 
else's that, but a well detailed, thought 
out small bore trials bike! Having just 
wasted several milli-seconds I whisked 
my 5’2” wife over and placed her 
astride the bike. 

“Both feet on the ground,” I asked? 
A pleasant “Yes”, and an immediate 
unsolicited, “It’s light’? was the bubbly 
reply. 

“When do I get it to test?”, I asked. 
“You'll have to wait. This one was air 
freighted in today and will tour the 


shows around the United States.” 
“Garbage”, I said, but I had to wait 
anyway. 


We finally picked up the bike in a 
crate and took it to my new shop to put 
it together. There isn't that much to put 
together, but I like things to be right so 
we sloshed out the gas tank to remove 
any foreign materials. 

Next was the installation of a Filtron 
air filter element; circular file the 
standard unit. At this point I would like 
to bring out a nicety in servicing the air 
filter-carb-moto-whatever. The tank can 
be removed extra easy. Two side panel 
screws, a front bolt, and one fuel 
connection. 

In case you haven’t guessed by now, 
the air filter is located “ideally” under 
the seat, thus making deep water 
crossings feasible and keeping the unit 
as dust and dirt-free as possible. 

Removing the tank revealed a most 
unigue silencer. It was molded around 
the rear fender and bolted to the frame 
from the top. 

It was then understood why the 
nicely printed sign on the tank said the 
exhaust system was designed for 
maximum power with a minimum of 
noise. Alteration would hamper both. 
“Less Sound — More Ground.” The 
exhaust really comes out on the right 
side of the bike but the silencer crosses 
the flow through two 90 degree turns to 
exit on the left. The big mystery is why 
isn't it a forestry approved spark 
arrester? None of the big three Spanish 
bikes, have factory-installed spark 
arresters. Enough said. We put one on. 

“Let’s install the “murder” button, I 
wanna go ridin’.”” 

It took eight minutes to get to the 
riding area, 1.15 minutes to unload, ten 
seconds to put gloves on and it started 
the first kick. Fun has to be the first

thing comes to mind when you ride the 
123. It was so much fun I didn't want 
to go home. But eventually I couldn't 
see where I was going due to a lack of 
daylight. 

The first stage of the test was break 
in. This consisted of some long easy 
trails. The trails got progressively 
tougher as we put miles one. Finally 
trails were passable only by a real trials 
bike. 

Perhaps I should rephrase that, and 
say ridable only by a good rider on a 
real trials bike. 

The first mistake people make is 
thinking trails and trials are similar, 


thusly thinking a trail bike can follow or 
would make a good trials bike. In the 
Novice or Amateur class some modified 
versions have done fairly well but not in 
the present Master — Expert class. 

The few trail/Enduro bikes that have 
been unsuspectingly lured onto these 
trails have been dragged, carried, 
wrenched or otherwise manhandled 
back out, not ridden through. That 
means feet-on-the-pegs under control 
riding. 

It is interesting to note that in 
England they have names for the trails, 
and most sections, that are printable. 
Ours are not.

The 123 pulled this little cliff climb in second gear. It was not a straight shot from the bottom 


and the dirt was loose. 


Any serious doubts about the pulling 
power were quickly dispelled when I 
came around a tough corner out of 
shape, but still went up a four foot plus 
rock face with a step immediately 
following. What makes this impressive is 
that the 125’s of the past had to be kept 
buzzing. Once you rolled the throttle 
off in a spot like that it was all over. I 
just did it twice in the same section 
without planning to. You could tell it 
was loaded but it didn’t stop pulling and 
I weigh 165 or thereabouts. 

Sharp turns and off-cambers are 
easier than on the 250s I have ridden. 
The front end is so light and predictable 
the floating turn is a breeze. Run the 
front wheel up a bank turn full lock and 
hold a steady throttle. Apply the 
desired amount of body english to turn 
and roll off the throttle where you want 
the front end to come down. Or, with a 
similar procedure you could skip the 
front wheel from rock to rock. 
Off-cambers also require a great deal of 
finesse. ‘Here the lightweight and 
smooth tractable power is a real asset. 

The lightweight allows the rider to 
maneuver the bike with less effort. The 
trick here is when the wheel starts to 
slide, lean the bike away from the hill. 
Notice, I said the bike, now necessarily 
the body. This gives the tire face a 
better shot at the ground. 

The specially designed tires, 2.50x20 
front and 3.75x17 rear, are by Pirelli. 
They contribute greatly to the handling 
and tractability. Ground clearance of 
11.67. is not hampered because 
everything is proportional. The smooth 
power allows a rider to maintain, or 
even gain speed on almost any off 
camber. 

To complete our test we decided to 
ride a loop of what is considered to be 
the toughest Trials event in the United 
States, The San Diego Scottish One 
Day. This loop this year was 20+miles 
and 22 sections three times for Master 
and Expert riders. that’s 60 miles with 
66 observed sections and a time limit 
close enough to keep you moving. Both 
man and machine had better have their 
garbage together just to finish. 

Off we went in 100 degree heat to see 
what the bike could do. After a guick 
clean ride on No. 1 we hit the first of 
the tough trails: riding in a wash 1-1/2 
times as wide as your bars with rocks, 
sand, and 20” walls straight up on both 
sides. It took 10 guys an hour to make a 
way out of the wash so we could use it 
in the event. 

Number 2 was Master-Expert only 
section and a two dab score was 
recorded because the rider took the 
wrong line and almost blew, it 
completely. 

The next part of the trail shot down 
guite a few riders. A long, loose, rocky 











up-hill had riders on the seat and both 
feet on the ground. The 123 went up 
the hill in third gear, feet on the pegs. 
The engine did ping on me once or 
twice when I rolled the throttle off and 
back on quickly to jump over rocks or 
take advantage of traction. This was 
attributed later to the high temperature 
and a not-so-premium batch of gasoline. 
The plug color looked good so we rode 
on. 
We hit the longest stretch of road on 
the loop: 3 miles; and were running 30 
to 40 MPH. The rated 50 MPH top 
speed is about right as the motor was 
starting to wind up at 40. 

The only time we bottomed the 
suspension all day was when I had lard 
in the seat and hit a dip at 35 or so. I 
should have been on the pegs. I jumped 
off rocks, ledges; down rock staircases 
and back up again. The suspension 
performed flawlessly. The entire loop 
and sections were ridden without any 
problems. 

The original stiffness in the shift had

begun to work its way out with the six 
speeds evenly spaced. Without any big 
jumps in the gearbox, the right cog was 
only a tap on the lever away. The 64 
dollar question is: Can you beat the 
250s on a 123? 

In the Novice and Amateur classes, 
for sure. We have a bunch of real fine 
young riders who just are not ready for 
a 250 size bike. There are some young 
riders who handle a 250 pretty well. But 
when they get in trouble in a tough 
section forty pounds is lot of difference 
to a 107 or 140 pound rider. If the 
whole event is tough, I have seen that 
40 Ibs. flat wear out a good rider. 

The machine has the ability if the 
rider has the talent to be No. 1 in the 
Novice or Amateur class. Even some 
riders who have not done well in the 
past may “turn on” with this machine. 

How about the Master and Expert 
classes? At this point you could even go 
into rider personality. I will try to sort 
it out a little. Masters and Experts are 
now riding and cleaning sections which,

Riders and motorcycles have 
improved. With this improvement, 
individual styles have cropped up. 


Certain basic. techniques are similar but 
the rider picks up his own line and uses 
his ability. The individual’s ability to 
use his equipment to the best of its 
ability is the difference between first 
and last place. 

Certain sections could be made to 
favor either machine: 123 or 250. The 
fact that international class riders. can 
terrain on a 123 that we 
cannot on a 250 leaves little doubt the 
machine is capable. The rider would 
have to be more aggressive in some 
sectiond due to the engine size but 
could take advantage of outmaneuvering 
the bigger bike. 

Allof this is considering you are a 
serious competitor, Whether you are or 
not, it’s O.K. with the bike. It is fun to 
ride, and I haven’t had that much fun in 
years.

_ DeCoster Over Robert: Vehkonen’s Eyes Had It

ORP-LE-GRAND, BELGIUM, Sept. 10, 
1972 — This small town about 60 
kilometers East of Brussels was the site 
of the 20th Annual Grand International 
Moto-Cross promoted by the 
Auto-Motor clubs of Orp-Le-Grand. The 
season for Motocross is just about over 
in Belgium and this is considered one of 
the big events of the year. 

In 1971 the attendance was, I’m 
told, around 12,000. This year the 
weather was to be a factor — cloudy and 
cool. The races started with about 3000 
watching and shortly thereafter the 
clouds opened up and the crowd started 
drifing away. 

The course was laid out next to one 
of the roads leading out of town in a 
field and on a couple of hillsides. Lots 
of nice green grass with no worn-out 
paths, or even any tracks. The race track 
was completely fenced with markers 
one meter inside the fences outlining 


the track. There was plenty of room 


with the narrowest part being about 20 
feet wide. There were hundreds of 
haybales placed in every spot that even 
remotely looked like trouble. 

At one o’clock the races and the rain 
started. Into the first comer, it was the 
rain winner hands down as 44 screaming 
125’s tried to take the same line. Some 
of them made it. 

After the first 125 moto the 
organizers decided to make it a little 
easier by eliminating one of the 
downhill-uphill combinations as only 10 
125's finished the first moto. It didn't 
help too much, though, as only six 
finished the second moto. 250 Jr. and 
250 Sr. motos were conducted then it 
was time for the 250 International class, 
the first of two 35-minute motos. 

The starting gate fell and Kalevi 
Vehkonen (Mon) won the race to the 
first turn. Everyone made it except Joel 
Robert (Suz) and Vic Allen (Bul). They 
were up about half a minute after the 
last rider went by with Robert away 
first. Coming around for the first full 
lap, Vehkonen had a small lead on Willi 
Bauer (Mai) who had a big lead over 
third place Roger De Coster (Suz). 

On lap two, things started happening. 
Robert moved into fifth place after 
passing 27 other riders. Fourth was 


Adolf Weil (Mai) and just ahead of him 
was De Coster. Vehkonen continued to 
stretch his lead and, by the fifth lap, he 
was 23 seconds ahead of De Coster who 
has assumed Bauer’s place when mud 
forced Bauer out of the race. Robert 
had moved into fourth. 

The rain was really coming down 
now and everyone had their hands full 
just trying to go the same direction on 
the course. Coming up on the ninth lap, 
Weil started to shorten the distance 
between him and DeCoster. Lap ten saw 
Weil pass not only De Coster but Robert 
as well and was rapidly closing on 
Vehkonen. Halfway around the track 
Weil got off and was passed by Robert 
and De Coster before he remounted. 

The finish was Vehkonen, five seonds 
later Robert, three more seconds distant 
was De Coster, with Weil a distant 28 
seconds back. 

After a lone break for the local boys, 
the second moto was started. The first 
lap Weil in the lead followed by 
Vehkonen, De Coster, Ruleyv (CZ) and 
Moisseiev (KTM). Robert was deep in 
the pack. Next time around, Weil 
opened up a big lead over second place 
De Coster followed by Vehkonen, 
Rulev, and Robert. By lap seven, Robert 
had moved into third. Vehkonen 
dropped out with eye trouble. Seems 
like his eyes get infected when fouled 
by mud. The organizer stated that 
Vehkonen's doctor told him if it 
happened many more times he wouldn't 
live to see the next Olympics. Serious 
business. 

De Coster passes Weil for the win 
followed by Robert in third more than 
three and one half minutes later.

CZECHS, FIRST; USA, SIXTH

SPINDLERUV MLYN, CSSR., Sept. 17, 
1972 — The forty-seventh annual Six 
Days Trial held in the beautifuly 
Kroknosse National Park in Northern 
Czechloslovakia ended as it began for 
the Americans. On both the first and 
the last days a drenching rainstorm 
mocked the hopes and efforts of our 
best riders and dissolved the precious 
gold medals our teams needed for 
victory. 

Czechoslovakia, as expected, won the 
major award, the World Team trophy 
with their fine Jawa-mounted team. 
They also managed a remarkable first 
and second in the Silver Vase 
competition. 

The United States finished sixth in 
the World Trophy Competition behind 
West Germany in fifth, Russia in fourth, 
Italy in third and East Germany in 
second. The two U.S. Vase teams 
finished an unspectacular twelfth and 
twenty-first. 

The Penton-mounted Trophy team 
put in an almost flawless performance 
for the first five days with all six 
members remaining on perfect gold 
scores for the five days and experiencing 
no great difficulties. 

At the end of the first day, which 
saw the elimination of many of the U.S. 
Vase and Club team members, the 
Trophy team was fourth with the two 
German teams and the Czech team 
ahead and the Italians. behind, all teams 
on solid gold. 

Then, on Tuesday, hopes ran very 
high as the West German team suffered 
a Ic Nof four penalty marks. One of 
their riders had arrived at a time check 
seven minutes late. 

The bonus points, though, which are 
gained in the daily motocross and 
acceleration test, eliminated our hopes 
of third place as the Italians moved 
ahead of us just as the W. Germans 
dropped behind. The situation remained 
the same for the next three days. On the 
final day, which was supposed to be 
fairly easy, a mere seventy miles of trail 
followed by a road race, disaster befell 
the confident Penton Trophy team. 

First, Jack Penton suffered a flat tire. 
Already pressed to the limit by the cold, 
drenching rain and muddy, rutted trails, 
Jack lost ten minutes for a seven mark 
penalty, No sooner had he restarted 
than he overtook Dick Burleson who 
had broken a chain. Inexplicably, 
Burleson had no spare chain. The result 
was that Burleson limped in thirty-seven 
minutes late. Either of the misfortunes 
would have had the same result, 
however: sixth place. 

The Vase A team started its series of 
misfortunes even before the Trial began 
when desert ace J.N. Roberts failed to 
show up for the Trials. His place was 
taken ~by Jeff Heininger who was 
originally scheduled to ride his Monark 
on a Club team. Jeff went out on the 
third day with a knee injury. One other 
member of the originally 
Husky-mounted Vase A team dropped 
out on the first day, Ed Schmidt with 
ignition failure. 

Jake Fisher, with the help of some 
imaginative team management stayed on 
gold until the final check, when his 
piston failed a mere five miles from the 
end. Only Pittsburgh enduro champion 
Ron Bohn finished, and he obtained a 
gold medal for a fine performance. 

The Puch-mounted Vase B team also 
had early troubles. Don Stover broke his 
foot in practice and was replaced by 
Jerry Pacholke who eventually finished 
for a bronze medal. Don attempted to 
ride as an independent and gallantly 
stayed on gold for two days, but his 
injury eventually forced retirement. 
Second team member, Bob Grodzinski, 
held an ailing Puch together with 
nothing but duct tape and 
determination for five days until he, 
too, dropped out. Tom Clark, the third 
member, put in a spectacular 
performance, staying on his gold right 
up until a few miles from the end when 
a broken exhaust pipe finished his 
effort. 

Only the perennial champion, Lars 
Larsson, remained on his gold right up 
to the end. In spite of being very sick 
for several days} he hung in there, won 
his gold and scored the best finish of 
any American, eighth in his class. 


Manufacturers and Club teams were 
decimated. Only the Husky team did 
reasonably well with Carl Berggren and 
Frank “Jimmy” Piasecki winning golds. 
Third member, Bill Kain, demolished a 
wheel on the first day and ended the 
team effort. 

The only other U.S. finishers were 
Gene Cannady, who managed to hold 
his gold, and Bob Fielding a virtually 
unsupported independent aboard a 
Yamaha who won a silver. Several 
Americans rode on the Canadian team 
and did well. Dave Latham, riding an 
old Ossa held his gold right up until the 
fatal last day when a worn out 
suspension slowed his pace and forced 
him to be content with a silver. J. 
Hollander and Bren Moran also won 
silvers for Canada while George Peck 
won a bronze. 

The Trial was well organized and the 
American AMA effort was much better 
than last’ year. The Penton team was 
particularly well-supported. More 
detailed report next issue.

FLAGSTAFF, ARIZ., Sept. 8, 1972 — I 
was on my way home to L.A. and hit 
Flagstaff, Arizona. On Friday a check 
around the local bike shops showed that 
there was no racing the Phoenix this 
week end, but there would be a T.T.

Pleasanton Marathon

PLEASANTON, CAL., Sept. 10, 1972 

- — Three classes were staged to compete 
at the team Marathon Race; 125cc, 
250cc, and Open. Along with some 
stamina, it took two hours to ride, and 
only a strong bike and rider or riders 
made it to the end. 

It appeared that Kris Willems on a 
CZ, in the 250 class, and the team of 
Lou Norman/Bill Sanders also aboard a 
CZ in the Open class, made the most 
laps in the two hour punishment test. 
At this time the official results aren’t 
known. For almost two hours the course, 
mostly flat like a scrambles along with a 
few small variations and one infamous 
jump, was being ridden at a very fast 
pace by two motivated guys. Kris 
Willems and Mr. Carter, throughout the 
race, passing riders five at a whack, in 
and -out of the many corners, played 
hide and seek in the heavy traffic until 
Carter was finally nowhere to be seen 
near the end. Willems made a throttle 
cable change, losing two laps time doing 
that, but he was over three laps ahead of 
the group anyway, so it was calculated 
that he probably won. Scoring this kind 
of event has always been the big 
problem, so who knows what the 
official results will look like when they 
“come out? 

The next physical test, the Open 
class, found Lou Norman aboard a CZ 
taking over the aggressive role early in 
the race. After the fifth lap, he was out 
in front and climbing. All through the 
miles of dust, and arid desert like 
terrain, that team of Bill Sanders and 
Lou Norman kept the machine 
steaming. They were clocked at 2.48 lap 
times with the average riders hitting it 
about 3.05 per lap. It looked incredible 
and some were wondering how long the 
unit would hold up to that kind of 
riding. The answer came about three 
laps from the finish. 

With Lou aboard the CZ, a rider 
being lapped fell in front of Lou causing 
a routine spill. Upon making his 
getaway from the scene, it was noted 
that several spokes still remained in the 
back wheel. So ended the short lived 
career of Norman Sanders racing team. 
With the CZ out, 1 couldn't tell who was 
in the winner’s position. (It must be 
noted that Norman/Sanders were 
probably several laps up on most and 
perhaps won or at least finished in the 
top runners.) 

In the 125cc class, the only facts for 
sure are that there were one hell of a lot 
of bikes (about 80 or more) entered; it 
was super zero, negative visibility, and 
you couldn’t see very well either! The 
course wasn’t exactly what one could 
call good shape when the smaller cc’s 
took to it. And with all the dust, you 
could sometimes see the riders. The 
125s bursting out of the cloud banks on 
the corners, created a misty effect for 
the spectators. A regular Baja dust trip. 
It appeared everyone gave it their best 
try, but I couldn’t keep up with who 
was doing what to who, and so I have 
no idea what the results should be for 
this final race of the day, at “pleasant” 
Pleasanton.

Last year the Champion Spark Plug 
Motorcycle Classics offered the best and 
most important racing of the National 
season. They were the most important 
because they decided the National 
Championship. It was at Ontario that 
Dick Mann became National Champ for 
the second time in his long career and 
Gene Romero saw his chance disappear 
in his first heat crash. 

The National Championship has 
already been decided this year. Mark 
Brelsford is the Man. Even so the 
Classics may very well be the best racing 
of the season. 

Last year the two most important 
races, the 250-Miler and the Combined, 
were decided by inches and that can 
easily happen again. One of the factors 
that made Ontario so important and 
interesting last year was the appearance 
of foreign stars. 

Coop Coming 

Plans have now been finalized, and 
John Cooper from England will be an 
official entry in the 1972 Champion 
Spark Plug 250-Mile National road race 
at Ontario Speedway on October 1. 

The 1971 winner will again ride a 
BSA “Rocket” triple in the event, 
which gained him first place last year 
and eamed him over $20,000 in purse 
and contingency monies. The 1971 
Ontario race was Cooper’s only previous 
race in America, and the 1972 Ontario 
race on October 1 will again be the only 
AMA event he will enter. Since racing at 
Ontario a year ago, Cooper has been 
very active in road racing in England, 
scoring many victories in 750cc events 
since early this season. The native of 
Derby, England still ranks as the only 
Englishman to ever win an AMA 
National race, and he is returning with 
the same idea in mind once again. 

Another highly regarded European 
rider will be flying over with Cooper to 
compete in his first American road race. 
It’s twenty-three-year-old Tony Jeffries 
from London. Jefferies is regarded by 
many in European circles as the hottest 
new road racing ace in FIM 
competition. He holds wins over 
Cooper, Phil Read, Paul Smart, and all 
the other ranking British Isle riders this 
year. 

Another European that will be on 
hand is super-star Jarno Saarinen who 
will be aboard an Al Godin Yamaha. 
Saarinen has beaten World Champion 
Giacomo Agostini on several occasions 
and many rank him as the best there is. 
He could be the man who takeshomethe 
winner’s $20,000. 

Peter Williams is bringing the factory 
Norton over and will be looking for an 
American win. 

A Prediction 

Even with the best of Europe coming 
(with the exception of Agostini who 
won’t be allowed to ride because of the 
claiming rule) the odds-makers will still 
favor a North American rider. The man 
that they will probably pick is Cal 
Rayborn. Calvin’s Harley is a bit down 
on steam which will hurt him on the 
relatively long straight, but the infield 
with its many, many turns will weigh 
things in his favor. On tight stuff he is 
difficult to beat. 

Another man who will be at the 
front is Yvon DuHamel on his Kawasaki 
750. As shown at Talladega, Team 
Hansen has the big green screamers 
sorted out and they have pit stops down 
to a science. Yvon is more than a match 
for anyone or any bike and can win. 

Backing up DuHamel will be Gary 
Nixon. Gary is perhaps a shade less 
aggressive than Yvon, but he is not slow 
as he demonstrated by coming home 
second at Talladega and by leading 
Ontario last year until the turn nine oil 
slick put him out. It might be Nixon’s 
chance to end a long ugly streak of 
phenomenally bad luck. 

If Yamaha is going to win, the man 
most likely to do it is Gary Fisher. Gary 
flew away from everybody in both 
Expert events at Laconia and led 
Laguna Seca until his machine puckered 
up a bit. The interesting thing is that 
Fisher is a privateer and not a team 
rider. The Yamaha team will place its 
hopes on Kenny Roberts and Kel 
Carruthers, both consistent, fast 
top-runners. 

Suzuki’s best chance looks to be Art 
Baumann. If he has recovered from his 
Talladega injuries sufficiently to be 
competitive, he can do the job. The 
Suzukis are about the fastest thing 


going, but they haven't had the 
seasoning in racing that their 
competition has since, they were

declared illegal after Road Atlanta. 

Even without the National 
Championship to be decided, there are 
many factors that will make the 
Champion Spark Plug Motorcycle 
Classic a great race. First, it comes to 
the end of the season. Almost all of the 
machinery is sorted out so the front 
runners aren't sidelined with mechanical 
bothers. It also means that the slower 
machinery has been breathed on a bit to 
make it a little more competitive while 
the fast machinery has been kept about 
as fast but made more reliable; the 
machinery is more equal. 

Another reason that the race will be 
close is the prestige and money. There is 
$100,000 up for grabs and the winner 
can get over a fifth of that. The long pit 
stop required at half-way adds a 
dimension to the race that isn’t available 


Yamaha's best chance i 
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elsewhere, and the “motocross” scoring 
system, whereby the scores of both 
halves of the race are added, can make a 
winner in the second half of someone 
who was downfield in the first half. 
With 250 miles to race, a lot can 
happen. 


Besides (More Predictions) 

In addition to the Classic there are 
the rest of the races. There are three 
other road races and a motocross. One 
can expect Yamaha to win both the 
lightweight events, unless Team Hansen, 
with several almosts to its credit, can get 
its act together and bring one of its 350 
singles in first. Three names are to be 
watched in the Novice event: Ted 


Henter, Talladega winner and a sort of 
winner at Laguna Seca; John Long, 
winner of all but two Novice pavement 
events; and Tim Rockwood. Tim led 














Talladega for quite a bit, and, if his 
wrist is properly healed, can win. 

Barring something unforseen, Jerry 
Greene will win the Junior event on his 
Kawasaki. Something unforseen may 
come in the form of Bob Endicott on 
his BSA. 

Kel Carruthers and Gary Fisher are 
the most-likelies for the Combined, 
based on history. Kawasaki may have a 
chance. They still don’t have a 
lightweight win and want one something 
fierce. 

Either a Yamaha or a Kawasaki will 
win the motocross probably. 


Last Year 

Perhaps no one has a more vivid 
recollection of the final 200 feet of the 
second heat of the inaugural Champion 
Spark Plug Motorcycle Classic than Kel 
Carruthers. 

In that brief distance Carruthers, 
bearing down on the finish line and the 
checkered flag, saw the front wheel of 
Englishman John Gooper's motorcycle 
pass him and cross the finish line, 
winning by a scant four inches. 

Last year's Classics marked a number 
of motorcycle racing firsts. It was the 
first time an Expert race was run in two 
heats, and it was the longest race run. 
More money was available to the riders 
— $100,000 — than ever before and it 
was the first time anything but a short 
exhibition motorcycle race had been 
conducted at Ontario. 

The schedule included the 250-mile, 
two-lap Expert race, an Expert-Junior 
“lightweight” combined race, a Junior 
race, Novice race and Motocross for 
250cc and 50cc bikes. r 

The entry list was huge. For the 
Expert race, more than 100 motorcycles 
started the first heat. 

It was the Classic, the final race ‘of 
the 1971 season, that determined last 
year’s Grand National champion. Only 
defending champion Gene Romero and 
Dick Mann had a chance for the title, 
and Mann was leading in points going 
into the race. Early in the first heat, 
Romero crashed, and Mann went on to 
earn the championship. 

The topper of the Classics camé after 
the racing was all over. Bob Bailey, a 
southern California accessory ' 
manufacturer and.Expert racer, claimed 
the motorcycle ridden by Classic winner 
Cooper. It was spelled out in the AMA 
rule book and Bailey, armed with 
$2500, had every right to take “this” 
new BSA Rocket-3 home. The 
motorcycle was a special factory 
machine, certainly not available for sale 
and it was probably worth 10 times the 
claiming fee. In the end, Bailey agreed 
to reverse the claim, but he ended up 
with assistance from BSA. 

Cycle News called the Classics the 
greatest motorcycle race ever. The 1972 
version has all the elements introduced 
last year, and there may be a few 
surprises.

Where to Sit

The Saturday race is one that has 
something for everyone. For a $4 
admission you will see a 125-mile (39 
lap) Expert-Junior Combined 
Lightweight (350cc) race that starts at 
11 A.M. Then, at : P.M., the motocross 
practice starts with the moto starting 
2:30 and all for $4. A real bargain. 

For Sunday’s race, if you buy the 
most expensive ticket you can afford, 
you get the advantage of being able to 
roam around the entire track. (Except 
for the pit and garage area. 

The $8 ticket is always the first to 
sell out, and for some good reasons. 
First, the seats are all backed and they 
overlook the start/finish line, which is 
always exciting since you do get to see 
two ear-smoking starts on Sunday. For 
the price, this over-all view of the entire 
course is the best in the house. In such a 
long race I think the backed seat is just 
what the kidneys ordered; you won’t 
suffer that post-race backache. The 
concessions are nearby. You are also 
somewhat protected from the wind, 
which is good. 

After experiencing the two great 
starts, you can catch the battle in the 
corners and the back straights by using 
your $8 ticket as a sort of passport to 
all the good seats, and best of all, you 
can be back in the stands to see the 
finish. Don’t forget, these babies sell out 
first so get over to your Ticketron office 
as fast as your Honda 50 will drag you. 

Victory Circle seats for for people 
who really want to go first class and 
don’t mind paying for the right to be on 
top of all the action. These go for $35 
apiece but for this price they throw in 
some extra goodies. 

If you are into the maneuvering and 
the strategy of racing the West 
Concourse general admission ticket will 
fill your bill. The $6 price won’t 
bankrupt you and with this ticket you 
can also roam around to a certain extent 
(The Infield and East Concourse). This 
is the very first turn after the start that 
they all head for in the frantic dash to 
see who’s firstest with the mostest and 
then the bikes haul into the infield 
course. In the lower seats you get to 
hear 60 megaphones and expansion 
chambers. The upper seats could very 
well be the better of the two; you get 
most of the noise and if you bring your 
binoculars you have a good view of the 
entire west portion of the road course. 

In the East Concourse Admission you 
are able to view all the fast comers. The 
dicing and action in the very difficult 
east portion is where Europeans wail 
and is where John Cooper finally caught 
Kel Carruthers to score his upset win 
last year. You can roam the infield and 
sit in the West Concourse. If you want 
to stretch out, bring your picnic basket 
and enjoy. Just remember, on the West 
and East Concourse tickets, it’s first 
come, first served. No reservations. 

Now comes the meat for the true 
afficionado of roadracing, the infield. 
Be sure to pack a picnic, a blanket and 
something to drink and then sit or stand 
just a few feet away from the 
ear-pounding action. Plan to be there 
early because the infield tickets are on 
sale race days only at the speedway box 
office. The tickets are only $4, proving 
once again that some of the best things 
in life are almost free. (Don’t forget the 
camera and plenty of film.) 

PLACE A: Great place to see the 
after-effects of the hair raising first turn 
and watch the body English fly. A 
minor disadvantage is that you are 
standing in a small hollow and you look 
somewhat up at the riders and bikes. 
Also, if you’re there on Saturday you 
can catch the motocross. The track will 
be set up in this area. 

PLACE B: This is very similar to A 
except that it’s a flat area. You can see 
most of the action in the West part of 
the infield, and you are near the water if 
it’s a hot day. You are near the 
underpass and you can move from A to 
B depending on the action on the track. 
The only thing between you and the 
action is the chain link fence. 

PLACE C: A very nice place to catch 
a very fast short straightaway and into 
the turn into one of the most diffcult 
hair pins. This area is flat and not only 
has a very good view of the race but it’s 
just a short hop to the garage area for 
glimpses of the guys as they rip apart 
bikes in the 45 minutes break between 
races and put them back: together for 
the second heat. 

PLACE D: The same view as C but 
has a different vantage point and is 
probably the best position of the infield 
seating since the viewer sits on a small 
incline of about 10.degrees and you can 
see the action fromthe straightaway to

Quiet Bill Saltzman (Hus) was next 
across the line and it is a good thing he 
is well-known as he slipped away before 
anyone got a chance to talk to him. 

Jack Knebel (CZ), still nursing a very 
sore shoulder, finished eighth overall 
and fifth Open Expert, although his 
shoulder hurt so much he wasn’t sure it 
was worth it. .

Cordis now 
is far enough ahead of the rest of his 
class that he could quit riding for the 
rest of the year and probably still be 1T 
next season, 

Larry Roeseler (Baj) was second Trail 
Expert right up to the finish line but 
something blew in his bike just before 
the checkered and -Dean Dailey (Hod) 
was right behind him awaiting such a 
golden opportunity.

EDITOR'S NOTE: 

This, the fourth article of a series pertaining 
to President Nixon's Executive Order 11644, 
was originally intended to be the final article 
of the series, However, the recent BLM 
actions with respect to payment for ORV use 
of the public lands mandates at least one 
additional article in the series. 


PART IV 
Mr. Ron Sloan and I are both 
members of the BLM’s Off Road 


Vehicle Advisory Council (ORVAC) 
which has been meeting for nearly three 
years to determine and establish 
equitable and fair regulations for ORV 
use of those public lands in California 
which are under the BLM’s jurisdiction. 
With minor exception, this means those 


public lands which are generally 
classified as desert. 
Ron , represents the American 


Motorcycle Association and I represent 
the motorcyclists in general, at the 
ORVAC meetings. Naturally, Ron and I 
work closely together and have our 
work cut out for us because the other 
members represent such groups as the 
Sierra. Club, the Desert Protective 
League, the Cattleman's Association, 
and a host of others connected with the 
desert areas. 

If you have been following this series 
on Executive Order 11644, you will 
recall that I am in receipt of a letter 
from the White House, signed by Mr. 
John C. Whitaker, Deputy Assistant to 
the President. In essence, that letter 
states that the objectionable portion of 
Executive Order 11644 applies only to 
“formally designated National Parks, 
Natural Areas, Wildlife Refuges, and 
Game Ranges”. 

You can imagine then, Ron's and my 
concern during the last (May 1972) 
meeting of ORVAC, to find that most 
of the entire session was devoted to 
implementation of the Executive Order 
on California’s BLM-administered desert 
lands. 

The outcome of the discussions was 
the decision to attempt to “sell” 
ORVAC’s prior findings, which were 
acceptable to ORV-enthusiasts, to the 
people in Washington, D.C. who were 
responsible for the drafting of 
regulations covering use of the desert. 
This, in itself, was totally acceptable. 

A portion of the ORVAC meeting 
dealt with proposed regulations for the 
conducting of organized competition 
events upon BLM-administered public 
lands, including permits, advance 
notices, fees, etc. Most of that portion 
of the discussions concerned the 
number of days prior notice that had to 
be given. Both Ron and I pointed out 
that AMA event sanctions are given out 
atan annual meeting. Further, that a 
club which was given a sanction for the 
month following that meeting, would be 
unable to comply with a proposed 
reguirement for 90 days advance notice. 

'The BLM countered with the fact 
that they would need at least 90 days to 
get their people lined-up and surveys 
made, and all of the other reguired 
tasks. Again, Ron and I pointed out that 
clubs had been holding competition 
cvents on public lands for years without 
any help from the public land-use 
agencies and we couldn’t see what it was 
that they now had to do that would 
require’ 90 days to do. To this, the BLM 
countered that “times had changed”. 
The discussion ended in a sort. of 
Mexican stand-off with everyone 
agreeing that 


these differences of - 


f 


opinion would have. to be worked out. 

On July 24th, I received a letter from 
Mr. J.R. Penny, California BLM Chief, 
which read: 

Attached for your review is a 

draft instruction memorandum 

outlining new procedures for 
off-road vehicle permits. As this 

is a draft proposal, I would 

appreciate you treating it in a 

confidential manner”. 

The proposed regulations were sent 
to me as a member of ORVAC, and 
upon checking, I found that each of the 
other ORVAC members received a copy 
for comments, as well as each of the 
BLM's District Offices. A copy of that 
original proposal appeared in its entirety 
in the August 22 issue of Cycle News on 
Page 31. Because it was merely a 
proposal and because Mr. Penny had 
asked us to treat the proposal in a 
confidential manner, we made no 
attempt to publicize its contents. I 
responded that same day to Mr. Penny’s 
request for comments with the 
following letter: 


“Dear Mr. Penny: 

Thanks for the oppprtunity to review 
the draft copy of your instruction 
memorandum outlining the new 
procedures for off-road vehicle event 
permits. These are my comments: 

1.1 believe that your instruction 
should specifically, and accurately, 
define an ‘event’. As stated, it could be 
mis-interpreted or the interpretation 
could differ between District Offices. 

2.To me, the instruction comes 
across somewhat negative in places. For 
example, subparagraph I.D. could just as 
easily read: 

“DPD. Off-road vehicle events 
conducted upon public lands under 
Permit are to be encouraged and 
permittees are to be assisted to the 
extent possible. However, rejection of 
applications may be considered for 
instance, because of: 

1. Incomplete information 

2. Etc. 

ar Ete. 

3.My final two points, although 
separate, are so intertwined that they 
must be discussed jointly. They deal 
with the charging of fees for the use of 
public lands by, the. public. Although 
this has become a common practice in 
the park systems where extensive 
development and the need for 
maintenance is prevalent, it still sticks in 
the'craw of the outdoor recreationist. 
Especially when he is using the same 
undeveloped, non-maintained land that 
he has used for the past seventy-five 
years. It won't be the fee that bothers 
him as much as “knowing” that.he is 
being discriminated against. Or, do you 
propose similar permits for eguestrian 
competition, sailplane competition, 
footraces, etc., and all of the other 
forms of outdoor recreation? While the 
ORV enthusiasts may be willing to pay 
a fee for use of the public land in order 
to stage their events and consequently 
enhance their club treasuries, that fee 
should be reasonable. Personally, I don’t 
believe that 10% of the gross, or $2 per 
rider event, is either equitable or fair. I 
don't know how you arrived at these 
figures but they don’t reflect much

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insight or forethought. 

A. As it is, the net profit for most 
events is less than 10% of the gross 
receipts. 

B. Even if the admission fee for 
participants was raised by $2 to cover 
the “permit fees”, the sponsor would 
still be subjected to the “10% of the 
gross” factor, because it would be 
greater. 

C.A fair and equitable fee, provided 
that a fee is deemed necessary, would be 
$1 per rider or 10% of the net profit, at 
the sponsoring activities discretion. 
Otherwise, you will be driving the price 
of a ten-cent hot dog which sells for 
forty cents right up to 75 or 80 cents. 

4. Your instruction infers that it 
would apply to all “competitive 
events”, however, with the inclusion of 
the section dealing with fees, there 
might be some doubt with respect to 
scope. For example, could a club 
conduct a competitive event, with or 
without, a permit if there were no 
participation fees, spectator fees, 
concessionaires, etc.? If so, could the 
club accept “donations” for trophies 
and other incidental costs? 

Mr. Penny, it may sound as though I 
am nit-picking but that is not my intent. 
Neither am I looking for loopholes. I 
just know from experience that many of 
these events clear very little profit, if 
any at all. Removing the profit motive 
coupled with all of the other red tape of 
obtaining a permit (bonds, insurance, 
etc.) may deny a large number of 
outdoor recreationists\their rightful use 
of the public lands. In other words, 
your attempt at control and regulation 
may be self-defeating in itself. 

And, one last thought, however you 
pursue this matter, there should be 
some form of established exemptions 
from the fee. 1 am thinking now of 
those organizations which sponsor 
events for charitable purposes. 

Thanks again for the opportunity to 
comment. on the draft of . your 
instruction. I hope that my comments 
will be of assitance to you.

During the next week, my office was 
flooded with telephone calls from irate 
club representatives and private 
promoters. It seems that inadvertently, 
some of the BLM’s personnel in at least 
two of the District Offices had seen 
copies of the draft proposal and thought 
that it was to be placed in effect 
immediately. One promoter who had 
been staging races every Sunday and 
obtaining a new permit each week, was 
told that he could not hold his race the 
following Sunday because the new 
regulations required 80 days advance 
notice. 

As each complaint was registered, I 
relayed the information to Mr. Penny’s 
office. Upon obtaining his assurance 
that a mix-up had occurred, that 
information was passed back to the 
persons who had contacted me. In 
several instances, members of the BLM 
staff directly contacted the persons 
whom had registered the complaint. As 
the dust began to settle, it was agreed 
that the BLM should hold a meeting 
with those concerned. That meeting was 
held on August 17th, and although I 
could- not attend due to prior 
commitments, the motorcyclists were 
well represented. In subseguent 
meetings and discussions with the BLM 
Headguarters, I learned that the major 
complaints were those outlined in my 
July 24 letter to Mr. Penny. - 

As stated previously, there had been 
many discussions of the BLM proposal 
by many concerned persons. It was my 
understanding that nothing had yet 
been settled, But on September 7th, the 
BLM issued the following press release: 


“Comprehensive guidelines for 
management of organized off-road 
vehicle events. on public — lands 


administered [py the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management in California were 
issued today by BLM State Director 
J.R. Penny. 

The new procedures, which will 
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apitol 


become effective Monday, September 
18, are the result of more than three 





years of work by the BLM, the 
Off-Road Vehicle Advisory Council 
(ORVAC) and other interested 


organizations, groups and individuals. 

They will require that all organized 
off-road ‘events in which more than 25 
vehicles compete on a defined course 
obtain a special land use permit. 


THEY’RE CUTTING OUR 
THROATS, SMILING 
President Richard M. Nixon, on 


February 8, 1972, issued Executive 
Order 11644 directing the Departments 
of Interior, Agriculture and Defense and 
the Tennessee Valley Authority to 
establish guidelines for the use of 
recreational vehicles on public lands. In 
response, the American Motorcycle 
Association launched its “Alert” 
campaign designed to advise the Nixon 
Administration of the political impact 
of the more than 5,000,000 American 
families affected by the Executive 
Order. The Alert Campaign, began in 
conjunction with the AMA-Motorcycle 
Industry Council Combined Committee 
on Land Use, included posters, 
petitions, leaflets and letters to the 
White House. The campaign’s tenor was 
one of reasonableness. It stressed the 
willingness of motorcyclists to share 
public lands with other user groups as 
reasonable and responsible sportsmen. 

The culmination of the Alert 
Campaign came on September 12, 1972, 
when the gates of the White House 
swung open for three motorcycles 
ridden by Les White, chairman of the 
AMA-MIC Combined Committee of 
Land Use, John Yaw, editor of the 
AMA News and Gene Wirwahn, AMA 
Legislative Director. After removing the 
boxes of petitions containing over 
150,000 signatures from the side-car 
attached to one of the machines, White 
and Wirwahn presented the petitions to 
Howard Cohen, Executive Assistant to 
the President, on behalf of the AMA, 
the MIC, and concerned motorcyclists 
throughout the United States. Mr. 
Cohen received the petitions on behalf 
of President Nixon’ and expressed his 
personal gratitude for the reasonable 
attitude of \motorcyclists concerning 
Executive Order 11644. 

In a letter to Russell March, 
Executive Director of the AMA on 
August 17, 1972, President Nixon 
personally thanked the AMA, the MIC 
and motorcycle enthusiasts throughout 
the country for their expressed concern 
for the environment. President Nixon 
assured motorcyclists that his 
administration would work with them 
to prepare guidelines for the use of 
public lands. 


Motorcycles to Ride Up White 
House Driveway 

The unusual sight of motorcycles 
coming up the White House driveway 
will be witnessed on Tuesday, 
September 12, as representatives of 
motorcyclists across the nation come. to 
pledge their support for President 
Nixon’s Executive Order on use of 
off-road vehicles on public lands. 

Subsequent to the issue of Executive 
Order 11644 in February, a joint Land 
Use Committee was formed between the 
American Motorcycle Association, 
which represents competitive events and 
riders, and the Motorcycle Industry 
Council, the spokesman for 
manufacturers, distributors and dealers. 
The joint committee undertook a 
petition campaign among the country’s 
motorcycle enthusiasts and received 
150,000 responses telling the President, 
“We trust that your farsighted and 
equitable attitude will be reflected in 
the establishment of reasonable policies 
which will provide for us our fair share 
of these public lands.” 

Representatives of AMA and MIC as 
well as the Chairman of the joint 
committee, Les White of American 
Honda Motor Co., will arrive at the 
White House on motorcycles in order to 
present the signed petitions to Mr. 
Howard A. Cohen, Staff Assistant to 
President Nixon.

Sponsors of organized events will be 
required to post bonds or other security 
in the minimum amount of $300, 
obtain liability insurance, ‘pay a 
recreation use fee, obtain permission of 
private landowners whose lands will be 
crossed by the events, mark the course 
and confine vehicles to it and to clean 
up litter and route markers after an 
event. 

The recreation use fee charged the 
permittee or sponsor of an event will be 
10 percent. of gross receipts of the 
events, or $1 per rider event, whichever 
is greater. A “rider event” is defined as 
one rider or vehicle riding in one event 
not exceeding two daylight periods. 

Penny anticipates the “10 percent of 
gross” figure will primarily affect large 
commercial events conducted for profit; 
while the $1 fee will likely apply to 
smaller events held by clubs, 
associations and other organizations. 

Liability insurance will be required in 
the amount of $100,000 for bodily 
injury to any one person and $300,000 
for any one occurrence, plus $10,000 
for property damage for any one 
occurrence. The permittee will be 
required to name the United States as 
an additional insured and further to 
indemnify, defend and hold harmless 
the United States and/or its agencies 
and representatives from claims arising 
from ORV events. 

Other health and safety stipulations 
that will be reguired in most events 
include provision of monitors for 
spectator control, safety patrolling 
along the competitive course, adequate 
sanitary and trash facilities, first aid, 
retrieval and evacuation capability, and 
communications facilities. 

Permittees will be required to protect 
natural resource values, including 
cultural or historical objects and 
aesthetic values and any improvements, 
and may be required to undertake 
rehabilitation measures in the event of 
damage. 

Penny noted there were 150 
organized off-road vehicle events on the 
public domain lands in California last 
year involving primarily motorcycles, 
but also four-wheel drive vehicles and 
dune buggies. The bulk of this use, 
which accounted for 800,000 visitor 
days of recreational use of the public 


lands, occurred in the California desert. 

Penny said California BLM districts 
will hold meetings to explain special 
land use procedures. The BLM official 
said the guidelines will be reviewed in 
the future and modifications be made 
based on experience with the new 
guidelines. 

Fees collected under the new 
procedures will be deposited in a special 
U.S. Treasury Account. Public Law 
921347, amending the Land and Water 


Conservation Fund Act of 1965, 
authorized reappropriation of these 
funds to BLM for use in outdoor 
recreation. 

Penny described the new ORV 
guidelines as a logical step toward 
implementation of the framework 


developed by BLM’s Off-Road Vehicle 
Advisory Council, outdoor recreation 
regulations adopted by the Secretary of 
the Interior in 1969, and this year’s 
Executive Order 11644 in which 
President Nixon mandated a program 
managing off-road vehicle use of all the 
public lands. 

ORVAC recommended, and the 
executive order requires, an inventory 
of all public lands to identify areas of 
non-use, adoption of . guidelines to 
implement existing regulations, and an 
extensive program of public information 
seeking to gain the assistance of ORV 
users in maintaining the public lands.” 

The foregoing Press Release was 
accompanied by the revised instructions 
to the BLM District Offices and to 
persons or organizations promotion 
events. These instructions are printed 
separately in the last issue of Cycle 
News on P. 12. 

Also attached to the BLM's Press 
Release, were additional instructions 
pertaining to the reguired Performance 
Bonds. You will note from the 
instructions that an event-sponsoring 
activity must post a minimum $300 
Performance Bond, or at the BLM’s 
discretion, they will accept alternate 
security such as: 

1.A cashier's check for the full 
amount of the security reguired. This 
check would be returned to the 
permittee upon the satisfaction of all of 
its obligations under the Special Land 
Use Permit, or 

2.An Undertaking and an Affidavit 


Motorcycle Industry Praised m—————— 


The motorcycle industry received 
words of praise recently for its safety 
oriented advertising from the Maine 
Safety Council. 

In a letter to Husqvarna Motorcorp 
West, Lloyd Drinkwater, President of 
the Maine Safety Council, a member of 
the National group, lauded industry 
advertising, particularly on television, 
stressing the importance of safety in the 
operation of two-wheeled vehicles. 

In the letter Drinkwater said, “It is 
our sincere hope that the members of

Foundation 

Another step forward for 


motorcycling has been taken in the 
establishment of the Motorcycle 
Industry Council Foundation for Safety 
and Education, according to James B. 
Potter, Jr., Executive Director of the 
parent organization, the Motorcycle 
Industry Council. 

The foundation is authorized to use 
the MIC name and logotype and its 
programs will be administered by 
Potter. 

MIC is now in the process of selecting 
a consulting firm to assist in the 
formulation of the Foundation’s 
programs. 

Basically, the thrust of the 
Foundation’s activities will be toward 
safety and education in the public 
schools and toward new riders. A 
portion of the Foundation’s effort will 
be directed to making automobile 
drivers aware of motorcycles and to 
develop a closer rapport between the 
two types of motorists. 

The new motorcycle rider portion of 
the program will include actual 
operation of the motorcycle with range 
instruction in public schools, instructor 
education and the development of a 
variety of audio visual aids.

program of promotion based on safe, 
sane operation of motorcycles.” 

Drinkwater added, “People cannot be 
told too frequently how important 
safety is in the operation of all such 
recreational vehicles, and we fell that 
your industry has set a direction which 
others should follow in promoting their 
products.” 

The Husqvarna Motorcorp West is a 
regular member of the Motorcycle 
Industry Council which is actively 
promoting a large scale safety and 
education program among its members. 


Noise Study 


The Motorcycle Industry Council’s 
Technical Standards Committee is now 
studying the capability of the industry 
to lower noise levels by t vo decibels by 
1975. 


These new sound levels for 
motorcycles are lower than those 
previously adopted by the Council; 


however, MIC specifically recommends 
that regulations requiring lower sound 
emission levels than those are 
self-imposed not be established because 
the possibility of implementation is 
questionable at this time. 

James B. Potter, Jr., Executive 
Director of MIC, said that in principle 
the Council will not oppose state 
legislation which establishes operational 
noise levels if those levels are in basic 
agreement with the ones established at 
the Federal level for the manufacture 
and sale of motorcycles. 

Potter also stated that the Motorcycle 
Industry Council will support and assist 
the involved Federal agency in 
promulgating sound level regulation for 
motorcycles to establish a system of 
testing, approval and certification under 
certain prescribed test procedures.
